Whether it will bob up once more 


depends upon the agricultural bloc, 
which group never had more friends, 
politically speaking, than it has to- 
day. For the agriculturists who have 
from the first opposed a sales tax as 
a means of raising revenue\ are not 
likely to accept it ns the best way 
to pay the soldier bonus and Presi- 
dent Harding's ultimatum to the con- 
gress of the United States is final—- 
either pass a sales, tax or postpone 
the payment 
of the 
bonus 
indefi- 


nitely. 


The maneuver of the chief execu- 


tive is considered one of the shrewd- 
est bits of strategy of recent years. 
It was a political situation 
which 


troubled Mr. Harding from the begin- 
ning by his own admission and it is 
Apolitical situation which he has cre- 
ated as a means of extricating him- 
self from the dilemma which his party 
leaders forced upon him. 


CAN'T PASS CONGRESS 


Mr. Harding doesn't believe a sales' 


tax can pass congress—he feared as 
much in his letter to Chairman Ford- 
ney of the house ways and means. 
committee. The canvass of the house 
on previous occasions indicated that 
the sales tax didn't have any more 
than 80 votes and the strength of 
the proponents of the scheme is not 
any greater today than it was. The 
objections to a sales tax are multiplex. 
Nobody has ever worked out a plan 
for a sales tax on which all econo- 
mists could agree. In principle, .the 
plan has received' enthusiastic sup- 
'port but in' 'formulas' 'of application 
there have been wide differences 
of 


• In fact? few men. in congisess'J&r'ln 
the treasury department could today 
•jpivc a definite answer to what ; is 
jfheant ;by a "sales tax." 
Here 
are 


jthe various rproposalss 


First, a general tax on manufac- 


turers and producers- collected at the 
source but admittedly -passed on .to 
the retailer and finally the consumer. 


Second, a tax on retail sales only— 


also passed on to the consumer. 


Third, a turnover tax on all things 


being a. tax of a small per cent on 
gross- receipts. This also would be 
passed on to the consumer. 


Fourth, 
a 
tax on a. well-defined 


list of commodities. This would 
be 


reflected in the final price of goods 
bought by tho consumer. 


MEANS POSTPONEMENT 


In a nutshell, therefore, the presi- 


dent has proposed a solution which 
means postponement of the 
bonus 


payments. The sales tax cannot gath- 
er enough votes to pass congress un- 
less a.11 other taxes arc repealed and 
the whole revenue bill is revised. As 
a substitute for all taxes it had many 
friends. As an additional means of 
taxation especially in the midst of a 
business year fraught with so much 
uncertainty anyhow, the chances arc 
congress will accept President Hard- 
ing's formula—a sales tax will 
be 


proposed and shelved and the boflus 
will be postponed. The certainty of 
a' presidential veto of any bill pro- 
viding for direct taxes or a revival of 
taxes already repealed or for a bond 
issue has changed the while situa- 
tion. Congress hasn't wanted to pass 
a bonus bill. Political pressure from 
the soldier vote stirred both houses. 
Now political pressure from the busi 
ness interests on the one hand and 
the consumers on' the other is turn- 
ing congress away from the bonus

after the armistice, the bureau has 
been literally swamped, approximate- 
ly 250,000 claims have been filed-in 
1921, official records of the office here 
show. 


Over 80,000 of these claims were 


the result of the clean-up campaign 
conducted by the Veterans' Bureau 
throughout the country last year. 
Thousands of disabled soldiers, the 


bureau states, 
have only recently 


become aware of the fact that the 
government" had made provision for 
their relief. 
Investigation by the bureau reveal- 


ed that there were great numbers of 
veterans suffering from major disa- 
bilities who lacked information as to 
the proper method of filing- their 
claims. In many cases they were en- 
tirely ignorant of the relief provided 
by the government. 


Another cause for many of 
the 


claims now coming into the office is 
that minor disabilities, which 
the 


ex-doughboys thought too slight for 
compensation, have become

disabilities through inadequate medi-

Idle Men Nd Longer Are 


Particular About Kind 


Of Jobs Of fered Them 


C. L Boynton, Y. M. C. A. Em- 


ployment Bureau Hetd, Says 
Men Now Are Willing to Do 
Anything to Get Work. 


The winter of 1921-1922, with men 


walking the streets looking for work 
and jobs few and hard to find, has 
marked the passing of the particular 
man who would accept only one kinds 
of employment, according" to C. L.. 
Boynton, activity secretary at the 
Y. Mi, C. A. who also has charge of 
the Y. M. C. A. employment bureau. 
Mr. Boynton. who has been directly 
connected with employment work for 
25 years, has .dealt with all classes 
of jobless men and has put thousands 
of workers in positions. 


"Men now are ~ looking for 
any 


kind, of work," said Mr. Boynton. 
"The first question we ask applicant^ 
is the nature of the work theyS are 
seeking and nearly all of them reply 
they will • take anything. Many of 
them are office men and expert me- 
chanics but the big majority tell" their 
trade or 'profession after they : have 
said they will work at any kind of 
labor. 


"During tttc war "and immediately 


after the war, even until last fall ap- 
plicants for employment were cAreful 
to state the nature of the work they 
wanted and most of them would take 
no other kind. Chauffers arid truck 
drivers were in the majority. More 
men wanted positions driving auto- 
mobiles than all .other lines of work 
combined but the chauffers either are 
all working 
or have disappeared 


entirely for we very seldom get an 
application now for a position driving 
a car. 


THESE ARE HARD CASES 
, 


"The chronic down-and-outer -— the 


man who is out of work- and out of 
luck in good times and bad -i- is still 
with us. He never holds a job long. 
He is the man who believes the world 
-owes him a living. 'The job never 
suits him and the boss always has it 
in for him. The pitiful thing! about 
this fellow is that he usually has a 
wife and children depending on him 
for support. 


'The tramps and the-hard charac- 


ters, who want only a few days work 
to "get a "road stake" and then travel 
on, are around again. These fellows 
don't want steady work and would 
not have a. permanent job if they could 
find one. When they get a few dol- 
lars in their -pockets they leave, trav- 
el as far as they can before they go 
broke.and then stop to pick up a few 
days more. work.. 


The majority of men seeking-, em- 


ployment now. however, are honest 
wdrkers-aniS deserving fellows. -They 
are men ^.ja^ho have held steady jobs, 
but wliit#factbries shut down ,afad 
ruii'ning with short. -.crfewa and H'hje 
general business depression,. are out 


swqHc. .Many of them have f4n£- 


iliei to support. .They are not Ictbk': 
ing} for nor dov they ..want ".charity. 
All' they 'ask is an opportunity -to 
earn, a living for themselves and those 
depending'.on them for support. They 
are the men we are trying to aid 
through our employment bureau by 
^placing them in positions."

Indeed, the most certain 
emedy for this trouble in many cases is a regular 
lap after luncb, so that the child will not sleep so 
eeply at night as to fail to respond to the normal 
ismg reflex for evacuation of the bladder, 
In 


urtherance of this same purpose it is well to ste to 
t that the child shall retire to bed two hours earlier 
n the e^ening but without darkening the room un- 
il the regular bedtime. In severer cases the child 
hould be kept in bed all the time for a week or 
wo. The idea is to bring about sleep of less depth, 
without injuring the child's health. In this condi- 
ion the fault is that sleep is too deep, whereas in 
dreaming or nightmare the fault ia that sleap is too 
hallow. 
PersonsArho dream too much or sleep poorly gen- 
rally deserve the punishment they are taking,

The best remedy I can suggest against restless sleep

'The umpire dislodged the ball and
